Gettysburg Expects To 
Establish 
Another 
Record On July 
Fourth.

Gettysburg will not 
observe 
Na­ 
tional Defense Day this year 
in 
a 
manner it did last year, but Gettys­ 
burg and Adams county will muster 
into servico at least as many men for 
the defense of the colors as were sign­ 
ed in 1924, according to an announce­ 
ment made this morning by Dr. Edgar 
A. Miller, chairman of the Defense 
Day committee. 
In furtherance of Gettysburg’s De­ 
fense Day plans, a meeting has been 
called for Monday evening at 8 o’clock 
in Hotel Gettysburg, of the committee 
members as follows: 
Dr. Edgar A. 
Miller, William G. Weaver, Robert 
E. Ixk*, Howard A. Armor, William 
T. Timmins, Robert Geiselman, Philip 
Bowers, James Mitchell, John Butt, 
Dr. M. S. Weaver, Rev. N. L. Horn, 
H. T. Jennings, Arthur Jones, 
Frank Kramer and Sergeant 
Alderson. 
July 4th, Test Day 
Defense Day has been set for July 
4th. 
No parade will he 
held, hut 
registration booths will he opened in 
the Court House for the signing of all 
men between the ages of 18 and 4T» 
eligible for service in event of 
an 
emergency. 
Gettysburg plans to establish an­ 
other record this year and the com- 
rmttee in charge of the affair is es­ 
pecially desirous of signing as many 
men as possible. 
In view of the 
postponement of the parade, more men 
are expected to affix their signatures 
to the applicators blanks 
than 
last 
year. 
The committee issued the following 
statement relative to Defense Day: 
Second Defense Test 
“Tho president of the United 
States has authorized the War 
Department 
to 
hold on Inde­ 
pendence Day, Saturday, July 4th, 
a 
second defense test of the 
same general character as the one 
of last year and without expense 
to the government. 
* 
“The first defense test was ob­ 
served September 12. 1924, which 
date marked the sixth anniversary 
of tho St. Mihiel drive— the first 
great All-American Offensive of 
the World War. 
“This year, with the experience 
of a year behind it. the patriotic 
citizens can work to even better 
advantage in helping the govern­ 
ment impress on the public mind 
the necessity for and value of an 
annual stock taking of our means 
for defense. 
“ Defense Test Day is a labora­ 
tory experiment based on a theory 
of defense known as the National 
Defense Act of June 4, 1920. This 
act has been in existence for five 
years. 
Not until last year was 
an effort made to apply a test of 
its efficiency. 
“The teat generally succeeded; 
where it did not fully succeed the 
War Department secured valuable 
* 
data which it could have obtained 
by no other method. 
“The War Department exists in 
peace to plan and carry out those 
military 
arrangements 
which 
shall be most useful in avoiding 
war and at greatest 
value 
in 
bringing to an early and success­ 
ful conclusion any war which may 
be forced upon us. 
In war its 
function is to make available all 
tho resources of the nation to 
bring a quick and sure victory. 
“ We can no more have peace by 
simply wishing for it, than we can 
change a tiger into a cat by for­ 
getting he is a tiger. 
“What the country did last Sep­ 
tember it will do July 4th. Put at 
tho disposal of the country what­ 
ever ability it possesses, whatever 
experience it gained in history’s 
greatest war, for the benefit of an 
experiment which has as its ob­ 
jectives the security of our coun­

Bedford Springs, June 25,—A com­ 
plaint lodged against a Philadelphia 
judge of common pleas court, whose 
name tvas not mentioned, was

The complaint was lodged by Sig­ 
mund W. David, of the Chicago bar. 
It wa* said that 
the 
Philadelphia 
judge was a guest of Chief Justice 
Laverly, of Chicago, and sat with him 
upon the bench during a portion o f the 
famous Leopold-Loeb trial. 
A fter­ 
ward, in a newspaper interview, he 
was quoted as severely critizing and 
ridiculing the defense, condemning the 
defendants and expressing the opinion 
th at were the case on trial in Phila­ 
delphia a jury would return a verdict 
of first-degree murder, and would not 
be long in reaching such a conclusion. 
The compianant objected strongly 
to a judge of another state making 
such statem ent and said: “If outside 
judges comment upon the issue of a 
case during the course* of its trial, cer­ 
tainly the public will consider, that 
it lias that right and will use it to the 
degradation of our courts.” 
No Action Taken 
While some members of the com­ 
m ittee agreed with the complainant 
about the inpropriety of a judge mak­ 
ing such comments concerning a case 
in the course of trial, and others, 
considered that he had but expressed 
the general sentiment of members of 
tJse association, it was agreed that it 
wa a not a m atter for tjn* action of the 
committee.
